- An Indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature *toepTe^l{W*W 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.

A verbatim or highly detailed description of the argue s not 
required. !he Identification of the arguments Is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the prinolpal i arguments fflMenme 
examiner can be understood In the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize ana runy 
desortbe those arguments whloh he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an Interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record. 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the eKamlner"s version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the Indication, Interview Record OK on 
paper recording the substance of the Interview along with the date and the examiner's Initials.
